cially whole for the underfunding of 
PERA pensions for Memorial employ- 
ees leaving the system.

At present, Memorial provides more 
care to indigents than any other hos- 
pital in the state, while the University 
of Colorado Denver facility ranks very 
low for offering indigent care. Appar- 
ently teaching hospitals prefer teach- 
able cases and excuse themselves from 
patients who cannot pay because "it's 
not their mission." Alas, the prestige 
of becoming a teaching hospital is 
how politicians are selling the Memo- 
rial deal, now obviously dubious.

However, the lease proposal clearly 
provides that Memorial employees 
currently under PERA would auto- 
matically become employees of UCH 
at the same salary and equivalent ben- 
efits if the voters approve the proposal. 

The current Memorial employees 
would have the same jobs the day after 
the lease becomes effective; they aren't 
being laid off. The city is simply get- 
ting out of the hospital business and 
another entity is taking over while the 
city gains a financial benefit. 

Second, if the city does not pay their 
share of the underfunding of PERA 
from proceeds of the hospital trans- 
action, that burden will fall on other 
employers and employees remain- 
ing in the PERA pension fund. Two 
of the largest employers and groups 
of employees that would be affected 
are the City of Colorado Springs and 
Colorado Springs Utilities. 

Simply stated, if Memorial does 
not pay its fair share of its liability for 
the underfunding of its employees' 
pensions, that liability will fall in 
large part to city taxpayers and utility 
ratepayers and to City and Utilities 
employees.

Could Memorial's private opera- 
tors close their doors to Medicare 
patients? Anyone who thinks "they 
wouldn't do that" has not felt the 
business end of a phone call with a 
health insurance adjuster.

West side heading downhill 



i A Jew York, New York, a helluva town / The Bronx is up, but the 
1 V Battery's down ..." 

Change the lyrics slightly, make the reference economic rather than geo- 
graphic, and you've got "The North End's up but the west side's down." 

So it seemed to me when the West side Pioneer reported last week that a 
landmark 1890 house at 122 Hill St. is scheduled for demolition to accom- 
modate the latest iteration of the former Fish Market restaurant. 

The story begins in 1980, when Colorado Springs City Council approved 
a feckless development plan for the Fish Market site. Never mind that the 
newly minted West Side Plan called for leaving the site residentially zoned. 
A restaurant would be just the thing, providing jobs to the area's raffish 
denizens, as well as exposing them to the good examples set by their bet- 
ters, who could enjoy the site's sweeping panoramic views. 

It was an ill-conceived deal from Day 1. The downtown lunch crowd 
wasn't interested in driving a mile to dine at a mediocre restaurant with a 

strange entrance. The facility closed 11 years ago, and 

the empty building became, in legal parlance, an attrac- 
tive nuisance. Homeless folks camped inside, while 
scrappers stripped the building. 

The present owners intend to expand the site, 
enlarge the building, and create a one-stop wedding 
and reception center. The same concept has fueled the 
successful, five-year-old Pinery at Black Forest, which 
they also own. 

It's probably the best outcome for the property. 
Compared with what's there now, a junkyard or maxi- 
mum-security prison would be an upgrade. 
^^^^^^^^^^ m Yet, one wonders how the same scenario would 

have played out in a different neighborhood. In Mani- 
tou Springs, the North End, Shooks Run and Patty Jewett, residents are 
more protective of their neighborhoods. They've fiercely battled to save 
historic structures and neighborhood integrity. 

Such perceived stability makes neighborhoods more desirable, igniting a 
virtuous cycle of renovation, investment and increasing property values. 

That hasn't always happened on the west side. The brilliantly conceived 
1970s revival of Old Colorado City, spearheaded by the irascible Dave 
Hughes, encouraged scores of residential renovations that continue now, 
aided by the Organization of Westside Neighbors, the Old Colorado City 
Historical Society, County Commissioner Sallie Clark and many others. 

But the west side's in trouble, despite the efforts of hundreds of local res- 
idents, businesspeople and politicians. (Lisa Czelatdko, are you listening?) 

Look at Colorado Avenue between Eighth and 21st streets. Half a dozen 
once-grand buildings are ready for the wrecker's ball. Look at West Kiowa, 
where Douglas Bruce owns a decrepit structure that's been boarded up for 
20 years. Look at the once-vibrant schools, now closed and/or repurposed, as 
families with children live elsewhere. And look at the blighted neighborhood 
surrounding the old Fish Market, which ought to be one of the city's gems. 

Loosely ringing the base of "Fish Market Hill" are six substantial houses 
built of cut stone. Two have salmon-colored sandstone from the Red Rock 
Canyon quarry, while the other four seem to be constructed of locally 
quarried rhyolite. All were built during the 1880s and 1890s. 

Stone houses are rare in Colorado Springs. As far as I know, this is the 

Springs' only such grouping. In another city, neighbor- 
hood advocates and old-house aficionados would have 
realized they had what salespeople everywhere dream of: 
a unique selling point. 

Brand the neighborhood! What old-timers still call 
"Poverty Gulch" could have become the Stone House 
Neighborhood with signs, historic plaques and a walking 
tour. The city wouldn't have rezoned the hill, cool new 
houses would have been built to take advantage of the 
views, and the 3,000-square-foot hilltop Queen Anne, 
with its majestic turret, wouldn't be slated for demolition. 

If, if, if ... but we live in the real world on the west side. We have ill-pay- 
ing jobs, lousy credit, and little equity in our decaying Victorian houses, so 
that's why we neither sell nor renovate.

The proliferation of cell phones, satellite phones, emergency locator 
devices, GPS and similar technology has led to an epidemic of back- 
country rescues for people who have called for help they don't need, risk- 
ing the lives of rescuers in the process. 

Search-and-rescue outfits around the country are grappling regularly 
with "false alerts" and novices getting in over their heads because they 
think gadgetry guarantees safety. More and more folks are carrying per- 
sonal locator beacons, or P.L.B.s, into the backcountry. With the push of a 
button they can send out an emergency distress signal, but no information 
about their predicament. 

Matt Scharper, search and rescue coordinator for the California Emer- 
gency Management Agency, calls the locator beacons "yuppie 911s," 
adding, "You send a message to a satellite and the government pulls your 
butt out of something you shouldn't have been in in the first place." Nick 
Parker, a veteran of 45 years of wilderness rescues in Alaska, says in an 
e-mail: "People expect a rescue in the same way they expect a fire engine 
or ambulance to come when they dial 911." 

Consider the case that unfolded in the Grand Canyon in 
2009. Four hikers in a remote part of the canyon pushed 
the emergency help button on their SPOT satellite track- 
ing device. When rangers helicoptered in the next day, the 
hikers declined evacuation, saying they were worried about 
running short of water. The next day the hikers pushed 
the button again. Another copter team arrived, to hear the 
complaint that the water the men had "tasted salty." On the 
third day, the gang pushed their button a third time. Fed up, 
the rangers loaded the miscreants onto the helicopter. The 
group's leader was cited for creating a hazardous condition. 

Though few instances are quite so outrageous, false 
alerts are becoming commonplace. In 2010, there was a 
rash of rescue calls in Grand Teton National Park, with hikers asking for 
help down the mountain. One asked that hot chocolate be flown in. 

Last October in Yosemite, several hikers on the Cables route on Half 
Dome pushed on in the face of a gathering lightning storm. On the sum- 
mit, hypothermic, they called for a helicopter rescue, only to be told that 
the rangers couldn't fly in such weather. The next day, 20 hikers on Half 
Dome called 911 to ask for a rescue in similar conditions. 

In some European countries, inexpensive rescue insurance covers the 
costs of all rescues, while in others, those rescued must pay for the help, 
especially when "victims" are thought to have been negligent or to have 
cried wolf. But in the United States, charging hikers or boaters for unnec- 
essary rescues is an option seldom pursued. 

"We don't want people not to call for a rescue because they think they can't 
afford it. Then they're likely to get into deeper trouble and trigger a more dan- 
gerous rescue," says Jeff Sparhawk, public information officer for the Rocky 
Mountain Rescue Group, a search-and-rescue team based in Boulder. 

Despite his cynicism about "yuppie 911s," Scharper sees a silver lining. 
"P.L.B.'s have saved a lot of lives," he says. "And as the technology devel- 
ops, the problem will partly solve itself. Instead of a '911 hangup'" — a 
beeping distress signal attached to GPS coordinates — "we'll be able to 
text back and forth. We'll be able to talk a lost hiker back to safety without 
going out to get him, or putting any rescuers at risk." 

As a longtime mountaineer and teacher of wilderness skills, I'm more 
pessimistic. I believe the problem is that the devices have engendered a 
radical shift in the concept of adventure. Hikers, skiers and boaters not 
only expect to be whisked to safety at the push of a button, they regard this 
luxury as an inalienable right. 

In Wyoming in January 2010, a skier at Grand Targhee ventured out of 
bounds at the resort, got lost, sent out a cell-phone distress call, but died of 
hypothermia. Despite a heroic effort by the Teton County Search and Res- 
cue team, his heirs sued the team for $5 million. 

Far more people are now venturing into the backcountry without even mini- 
mal survival skills. Many carry gadgets they think of as get-out-of-j ail-free cards. 

More of them than ever before will be rescued from their own incompetence. 
And too many of their rescuers will be endangered, injured or even killed.

Today's nonstop world, pummeling us with endless news every wak- 
ing (and sleeping) moment, makes it easy to forget what happened last 
week — or especially two months ago. 

So much else is going on, whether it's the Olympics, the latest mass 
murder, the election or whatever, that we don't have room in our collective 
brain to retain everything we should be remembering. 

In Colorado Springs, that means the Waldo Canyon Fire and its after- 
math. We don't see the flames anymore, we don't hear the red-flag warn- 
ings thanks to late-summer moisture and humidity, and from a distance we 
don't notice that charred swath on the city's northwest flank. 

Perhaps more people need a reminder of the natural disaster that will 
remain part of our lives for years to come. 

If you're among that group, as I was, here's an assignment: Get in your 
car and pay a visit to Mountain Shadows, where 345 homes were inciner- 
ated and many others damaged on June 26. 

Don't rely on TV, newspapers or the Internet for your permanent visual 

memory. You must see it for yourself. 

If you need justification, just remember 
that the recovery (and its cost) will be 
affecting all of us in some way. 

I had driven through the area several 
weeks ago, trying to be sensitive to res- 
idents, rarely slowing down and check- 
ing out only a portion of the burn area. 
Yes, the signs still say "no thru traffic" 
to cut down on the lookie-loos, and that's understandable. But if you truly 
need to see it, that shouldn't stop you. 

Sunday afternoon, I took my wife there for her first time since the fire. 
We started on the north end, taking Flying W Ranch Road west (curving 
south) from the intersection of Centennial Boulevard and Vindicator Drive. 
We worked our way upward on some of the streets that became so well- 
known during the disaster: Rossmere, Wilson, Brogans Bluff. Some of the 
cul-de-sacs were totally barricaded, but we could still see them. 

Even now, the randomness of the decimation takes your breath away. 
It goes to either extreme — from an unscathed house bordered on two or 
three sides by rubble, to a single foundation littered with ashes on a street 
with hardly any other damage at all. That helps you realize how fireballs 
could land on just one house and burn it to the ground. 

Slowly, we made our way southward to Lanagan Street, which winds 
to a dead end just underneath the flag that's easily seen even from 
Garden of the Gods Road. Toward the top of Lanagan, the views to the 
south and east are no less than spectacular. 

We saw one older couple, arm in arm, walking slowly through the remains 
of what appeared to be their home. They showed no emotion, probably 
because they expended it all, weeks ago. They waved and even smiled as we 
passed by, obviously not feeling that we were invading their privacy. 

What we didn't see were families outside, or children playing in yards. 
None of that, making us wonder if many unburned homes still might be 
unoccupied. Or for sale — we couldn't miss the signs. Nor could we miss 
the sandbags along many curbs and hillsides, for the inevitable floods. 

Our final stop was the worst, one I had avoided the first time. But after 
learning more about the Parkside subdivision, we were compelled to turn 
onto Majestic Drive, downhill (east) of Flying W Ranch Road. 

Suddenly, you're at the epicenter, where the utter totality of destruction 
punches you in the gut. About 140 homes gone, not just here and there, 
but entire streets and cul-de-sacs wiped out. We couldn't even talk, as our 
car crawled through there at about 2 mph. If it doesn't bring you to tears, 
you're not human. 

It also makes you realize, more so in person than from any media 
reports, that many of those who lost their homes really had no chance. It's 
unbelievable — miraculous, really — that hundreds more homes didn't 
burn. We've all heard that the firefighting effort was remarkable. When you 
see the outcome, and think about what could have been, you agree. 

But don't take my word for it. If you have any reason to care, starting 
with plain old sympathy, you have to go to Mountain Shadows and see the 
real thing yourself. 

Rest assured, you'll never forget it.

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Better Together? 

Nonprofit works on the fly to plan out long-term recovery effort for fire victims

Despite being on the "leader- 
ship team" of Colorado Springs 
Together, City Council President Scott 
Hente admits he's attended only a cou- 
ple of its meetings. So there are details 
of the new nonprofit's operation that he 
just might have missed. 

But still, nearly two months after 
it formed, Hente was asking a fairly 
important question. 




His center wasn't exactly bustling Monday, but Bob Cutter 
asserts that Colorado Springs Together is doing plenty. 



"We've said we're not going to give 
money to people," he said last week. 
"So what are we going to use the 
money for?" 

Hente, whose own home was dam- 
aged in the Waldo Canyon Fire, isn't 
the only resident wondering. The 
"About Us" page at coloradospring- 
stogether.org is full of fairly abstract 
promises to "make sure progress is 
made efficiently and effectively," 
"focus and coordinate efforts," and 
"leverage the assets and skills we 
have." And about eight weeks after the 
fire destroyed 345 homes in Mountain 
Shadows, the long-term recovery cen- 
ter — for which the group is spending 
$6,000 a month — is almost empty. 

Still, Bob Cutter is upbeat. The 
semi-retired technology executive 
and disaster-recovery newbie leading 
Mayor Steve Bach's stab at fire recov- 
ery says his volunteers have accom- 
plished a lot via e-mail and website, 
with plenty more to come. 

"We view our role," he says, "as 
linking people with the resources they 
need to rebuild their lives and their 
homes." 

No long-term plan 

In a disaster-tested city like, say, 
Riverside, Calif., recovery is part of 
life; officials regularly join the emer- 
gency operations center during an 
earthquake or fire, according to Mark 



Bassett, Riverside County Fire Depart- 
ment's emergency services program 
supervisor. Colorado Springs, on the 
other hand, doesn't even have a long- 
term recovery plan. 

So two days after the unthinkable 
happened on June 26, Bach called Cut- 
ter, a friend and business associate, and 
asked him to head a recovery effort. 
Cutter has overseen large projects, 

such as building 
the Intel build- 
ing, formerly 
Rockwell, in the 
mid-1990s, but 
nothing like this. 
So he turned to 
the Federal Emer- 
gency Manage- 
ment Agency's 
handbook of les- 
sons learned from 
disasters over the 
past eight years. 

"They really 
go through what 
you should do 
and shouldn't do, 
why some efforts 
were successful 
and some failed," 
he says. "Some 
communities took control and started 
to drive their own destiny. Others were 
waiting for government agencies to get 
involved." 

Cutter followed FEMA's advice to 
set up a group that would coordinate 
steps of the recovery, involve people 
affected by the fire, and make a long- 
term commitment. In regard to the first 
two items, Colorado Springs Together 
has spent much of its time, and about 
$15,0f00 of its $150,000 in donations 
and pledges, running Colorado spring- 
stogether.org and producing videos to 
help residents understand the recon- 
struction process. It's also hosted some 
"fun events for kids and families." 

As for a long-term commitment, 
that's where the former Blockbuster at 
6840 Centennial Blvd., comes in. For 
$6,000 per month in rent, and a full- 
time office manager making about 
$20 per hour, he says, the group will 
create a "physical hub" for its work. 

On Monday, dozens of black plastic 
chairs stacked in one corner, a ban- 
ner out front and a Small Business 
Administration desk were the only 
hints at such plans. But Cutter says 
he expects the Housing and Building 
Association, Better Business Bureau 
and others soon to establish a long- 
term presence for residents who will 
come for information and meetings, 
including those held by homeowners 
associations. 



It's not for me 

For Donice Fennimore, who lost her 
home in the Parkside neighborhood, 
Cutter's group hasn't boosted her effort 
to rebuild. "I can't say they're bad. I 
can't say they're good," she says. Fen- 
nimore says though she hasn't needed 
the help, one of her neighbors "has 
used them immensely." 

That'd be news to Jackie Calvano, 
another of the 141 Parkside homeown- 
ers who lost a home. 

"We have no idea what they're 
doing," she says. "We know they're 
getting money, and they're accepting it 
in our name, but we have no idea what 
they're doing with it. At least I don't." 

Colorado Springs Together contin- 
ues to solicit donations on its website, 
but some of its donations won't come 
through until it obtains 501(c)3 status 
from the IRS. That includes $50,000 
from El Pomar Foundation, spokes- 
woman Josie Burke says via e-mail. 
Cutter says the designation is expected 
before month's end. 

Cutter says his organization has 
helped an "incredibly extensive" num- 
ber of residents through meetings about 



insurance claims and other matters, plus 
the website. Its phone number, which 
rings to a city office, gets about a dozen 
calls per day, a phone operator says. 

"We facilitated through the web- 
site the coordination effort for debris 
removal," Cutter says, referring to an 
arrangement with Springs contractor 
GE Johnson, whose Jim Johnson is 
also part of the leadership team. He 
adds: "Every day there's an informa- 
tion piece that goes to the neighbors, 
ranging from event announcements, 
meetings, flood insurance information, 
rebuilding requirements from the Fire 
Department." 

This week, the group was to use 
its rented facility to host the Boulder- 
based National Renewable Energy 
Laboratory, which helped tornado- 
stricken Greensburg, Kan., rebuild as a 
100-percent renewable -energy town, in 
case anyone is interested in eco-friend- 
ly construction ideas. And on Sept. 1, 
Cutter is planning a volunteer effort to 
fill sandbags for use to protect homes 
against flooding.

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First on the scene 

Colorado Springs Together actually represents Phase 2 of disaster recovery. 
The Disaster Recovery Center for emergency needs opened at 9 a.m., Satur- 
day, June 30, in an empty county building. 

That was four days after the fire swept into the city, destroying hundreds of 
homes and making thousands into evacuees, and two days after the state Depart- 
ment of Local Affairs urged the city to set up a central service delivery point for 
clothing, phone service, insurance and other needs. 

DOLA ended up approaching the county because the city couldn't handle it, 
says County Administrator Jeff Greene, who says he spoke with Mayor Steve 
Bach's aide Steve Cox atthattime. 

"I said, 'If the city's emphasis is fighting the fire and they're limited on resourc- 
es, the county will support the city in doing this,'" Greene remembers. 

Of course, the county had plenty going on, too. For one thing, it was providing 
all technology — phones, e-mail, wireless, mapping, printing — for the federal 
Type 1 Team incident command post at Holmes Middle School from early Monday, 
June 25. 

But at 105 N. Spruce St., it managed to welcome 400 families that first Saturday, 
connecting them with representatives from Colorado Springs Utilities, health and 
mental health agencies, Care and Share Food Bankfor Southern Colorado, insur- 
ers and myriad other groups. 

The city didn't initially send a representative, Greene says. When residents 
asked for help from city planning, he asked Bach's chief of staff Laura Neumann 
whether someone might be assigned, and that happened the second day. 

Bach didn't visit the center, county officials say. But several City Councilors 
dropped in that first weekend to see how the center was working and ask if they 
could be of assistance. County commissioners, Utilities CEO Jerry Forte and high- 
ranking county staffers also came to help. 

Imad Karaki, county support services director, says children hugged their par- 
ents' legs, and many families had only the clothes on their backs. 

"You could see fear in their eyes," he says. "After that, it stopped being a job, 
and began being a cause."

City staff will begin discussions Monday 
with City Council on a possible panhandling 
ban for downtown Colorado Springs, as 
well as part of the west side known as No 
Man's Land. The controversial proposed 
ordinance was being looked at by the 
city attorney's office to determine legal 
viability. City Attorney Chris Melcher is 
expected to discuss options and make 
recommendations. 

Council's informal meeting — at which 
no formal action can be taken — is at 
City Hall, 107 N. Nevada Ave., at 1 p.m., 
Monday, Aug. 27. — JAS 

Gessler tries new tactic 

Secretary of State Scott Gessler thinks 
he's figured out a novel way to track down 
Colorado's illegal voters — by form letter. 
His office is sending out 4,000 letters 
essentially asking recipients to clarify 
their citizenship. He told CBS 4 in Denver: 
"It's a pretty straightforward, friendly 
letter saying, 'Hey, we need your help to 
make sure the voter rolls are clean.'" 

What happens if people simply choose 
to ignore these friendly letters? As Elena 
Nunez, executive director of Colorado 
Common Cause, points out, no one really 
knows. Gessler, she says, "has not been 
transparent about his game plan. I find it 
concerning that our chief elections officer 
... is choosing to focus on questioning 
voters' eligibility instead of working on 
policies to ensure all eligible voters are 
able to participate." — CH 

Manitou's BAC vandalized 

Last Wednesday, an individual or group 
entered the Business of Art Center's 
Venue 515, stopped up every sink in the 
building, taped over floor drains, and let 
the water flow. BAC executive director 
Natalie Johnson estimates the damage 
at about $100,000, and though much will 
likely be covered by insurance, she figures 
the BAC should raise about $10,000 to 
cover ancillary costs. The damage done 
to artwork includes two paintings worth 
more than $10,000 each. 



Ten businesses renting space in Venue 
515 are severely affected, their offices 
not functional. Manitou police have no 
concrete leads, but Johnson thinks it 
might be someone with a mental illness. 

Venue 515 could reopen in three to four 
weeks, and Johnson hopes to have it be 
better than ever. According to an e-mail 
blast sent Monday, plans include a "new 
and improved Gift Gallery" and "coffee/ 
soup/tea bar/cafe" both slated for Sept. 1. 

Stargazers Theatre and Event Center 
will host a BAC benefit at 7 p.m., Thursday 
featuring the J. Miller Band. Also, a "Group 
Hug" event last Saturday netted 30 new 
memberships and 15 renewals. — EA 

Liability cap uncertain 

If and when University of Colorado 
Health takes over city-owned Memorial 
Health System, the amount in damages 
that patients can seek might change 
dramatically. While the Colorado 
Governmental Immunity Act allows public 
entities to limit damages to $150,000, 
Memorial adopted a policy more than a 
decade ago upping that limit to $1 million. 

While $150,000 may be sufficient 
for some cases, says Springs attorney 
Drew Wills, it may not be adequate to 
compensate others, including the families 
of people who die. 

Wills says the Institute of Medicine 
reports medical errors kill as many as 
98,000 Americans every year, and injure 
many more. "If the Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) were to include preventable 
medical errors as a category, it would 
be the sixth leading cause of death in 
America," he writes on the Indy's website. 

Asked what liability policy UCH will 
adopt, spokesman Dan Weaver, via e-mail, 
says, "UCHealth is still discussing the cap 
on malpractice payments at Memorial, 
and no final decision has been made at 
this time." 

Voters will decide Aug. 28 whether to 
lease Memorial to UCH. — PZ

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Memorial's day nears 



Tuesday, we'll find out whether 
voters have decided to lease 
city- owned Memorial to Univer- 
sity of Colorado Health, a newly 
formed nonprofit that includes the 
University of Colorado Hospital 
and Poudre Valley Health System.

The city stands to gain $74 mil- 
lion up front, plus $5.6 million 
a year for 30 years. The 40-year 
lease also includes $3 million per 
year toward a branch of the CU 
School of Medicine. 

Involving nearly $2 billion 
changing hands over four decades, 



it's the biggest financial decision 
submitted to voters in the city's 
history. 

Memorial spokesman Brian 
Newsome says that if voters 
approve the transfer, which would 
take effect Oct. 1, the first signs 
would be, well, signs: "We would 
start to see new logo changes." 
Newsome says Memorial's name 
would be worked into the new 
logo, incorporating both Memorial 
and UCH. 

But Newsome says Memorial's 
mission won't change, regardless 
of the outcome. 

"If it doesn't pass, I don't think 
anything changes, at least not in the 
short term," he says. "We've been 
focused all along on our operations 
and trying to keep those as strong 
as possible. We would continue to 
do that after the election." 

UCH was more circumspect. 

"We don't want to get ahead of 
ourselves," spokesman Dan Weaver 
says in an e-mail, adding, "While 
we are hopeful the voters will 
ratify the City Council's selection 
process and lease agreement, we're 
not about to get out in front of the 
voters on this one."

SDS cancellation sought 



Stormwater funding may affect whether 
the Southern Delivery System pipe- 
line project from Pueblo Reservoir is 
used once it's built in 2016. 

Earlier this month, U.S. Bureau of Rec- 
lamation commissioner Mike Connor told 
the Pueblo Chieftain's editorial board 
that the bureau's contract with the city of 
Colorado Springs is reliant on stormwater 
funding. 

The city abolished its Stormwater 
Enterprise after a 2009 election in which 
voters adopted a measure aimed at over- 
turning the enterprise, which provided 
roughly $15 million annually for drain- 
age projects. The city has allocated little 
to flood control since, and Mayor Steve 
Bach has demanded that Springs Utilities 
carve out up to $19 million annually for 
it. Problem is, Utilities is rate-supported, 
and whether it's legal for it to simply 
divert money from electric, gas, water 
and wastewater to fund stormwater 
remains unclear. 

Meantime, the Lower Arkansas Valley 
Water Conservancy District, a stakehold- 
er in the Frying Pan- Arkansas River proj- 
ect that built Pueblo Reservoir, recently 



wrote to the bureau calling for the SDS 
contract to be cancelled due to the city's 
lack of stormwater funding. 

The Chieftain quoted Connor as say- 
ing, "If they don't comply, they will have 
expended resources for something they're 
not going to use." 

The district did not release the letter, 
and its director could not be reached for 
comment. Bureau spokesperson Kara 
Lamb didn't return a phone message by 
press time. 

Utilities spokeswoman Janet Rummel 
says the city complies with its permits 
and notes the final Environmental Impact 
Statement stated the Stormwater Enter- 
prise "has purposes that are independent 
of the SDS project and is not considered 
a mitigation measure." 

She also notes efforts are ongoing for 
sediment removal and wetlands creation, 
among others. 

Officials from throughout this area 
were scheduled to meet Tuesday to talk 
about stormwater control needs and pos- 
sible solutions.

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Mom-and-pop skate shop 

Local couple makes their 'Room' into a home away from home for many youth in Memorial Park

On June 6, the worst hailstorm in 
years pounded cars, roads, build- 
ings and 52 teenage boys skateboard- 
ing in Memorial Park. 




Tim Burke instills a little responsibility. 



It was a mad, bloody rush as the 
juvenile horde grabbed boards and 
scrambled across the street to the base- 
ment of Burke Promotions, where a 
mostly hidden awning advertises all 
1,050 square feet of Ethan's Room 
skate shop. The boys packed in like 
sardines, riding out the storm while 
owners Tim and Rita Burke, attended 
to their wounds. 

In a way, it was nothing new. Even 
on a normal day, Ethan's is bustling. 
And the 52-year-old Burkes are plenty 
used to their role as neighborhood par- 
ents. In one especially eventful recent 
week, Tim splinted six arms. 

Ethan's Room opened three years 
ago at 1616 E. Pikes Peak Ave., the 
result of some restlessness on the part 
of the Burkes, Montrose High School 
sweethearts who have spent decades 
in the advertising business. Inspired 
by the skateboarding expertise of their 
only child, then-17-year-old Ethan, and 
by the new skate park across the street 
from their ad shop, the Burkes decided 



to drop $5,000 and repurpose Burke 
Promotions' unused basement. Tim 
would run the skate shop, while Rita 
would spend most of her time on the ad 
business, helping as needed. 

At first, Ethan's Room was fairly 
by-the-book. With Ethan's guidance, 
it sponsored a competitive team of 
skaters, providing them with gear and 
paying for their competitions. It sold 
boards and an assortment of other 
products. 

But Ethan left for college, taking 
his knowledge with him. And Tim's 
focus changed as he began to notice 
problems at the park. Graffiti and litter 
were rampant. The teen skaters who 
came to his shop often spent all day at 
the skate park, sans supervision. Most 
didn't have money to spend on repairs 
for their boards. Many didn't even 
have lunch money. 

Tim saw an opportunity to do some- 
thing for the boys — and they are 
mostly boys — the park, and the com- 
munity. He grabbed it. 



"In these economic times, as unfor- 
tunate as it is, the skate park is the vil- 
lage," Tim says. 'And it takes a village." 

New kind of sponsorship 

During the worst of the recession, 
when park trash wasn't being removed 
and grass was rarely mowed, many 
people joined the city's Adopt-A-Park 
program. Tim took on Memorial Park 
Skateboard Park, one of the city's 
most-used and highest-need park areas. 

He's stuck with that commitment 
even as other volunteers have slowly 
disappeared. 

"[They] are out there a whole lot 
more than the twice a month we 
require for the program," says Stacy 
Fritts, administrative technician for 
city parks. "It's a huge help to our 
guys, who could spend one hour to two 
hours a day just picking up litter." 

In fact, Fritts says, Tim's become 
something of a "friends" group unto 
himself, organizing sticker removal 
and looking into mulches that won't

drain into the skate park's bowls. But he's 
not alone doing all this; about 20 teenage 
boys help. 

After Ethan left, Tim dropped his com- 
petitive team. He wasn't good at picking 
out competition-level skaters. Instead, 
he opened his team to any young skater 
willing to give back to the community. To 
join, kids must agree to do five hours of 

volunteer work 

at the skate 
park per week. 
In exchange 
they get free 
decks and other 
gear, plus free 
entrance to 
competitions, 
and store dis- 
counts. ^^^^^^^^^^^^ m 

"Some of 

these kids," Tim says, "don't have two 
nickels to rub together." 

Kids come and go depending on their 
willingness to do the work. But Tim says 
that's OK. He's not out to drill the boys, 
just to slowly introduce them to adult 
responsibility. 

Adrian Berg, 14, joined briefly and 
says being on the team was a "major 
confidence-builder." Plus, the work was 
worth the perks: "Five hours 
of community service is 
not bad if you need a new 
board," he says. 

Kids get other deals, too. 
For instance, they can buy 
one item on credit; if they 
pay him back, they can bor- 
row more. Tim also gives 
out 50-cent store credits to 
any kid who collects 200 
cigarette butts from the park. 
And he asks history-related 
trivia questions, with prizes.

names without parental consent.) "Like, 
you can't come over and heat up your 
own food [at other shops] — like, we have 
no other way to do that but Tim's." 

"Tim ... will give you, like, a used 
board for free," Todd, 13, adds. "So [if 
you break your board], you don't just have 
to sit around at the skate park all day 
doing nothing." 

Adrian and 

his friends, 
brothers Justin 
and Cameron 
Como, 10 and 
12, respective- 
ly, recall how 
Tim helped 
one kid find 
a lost iPhone, 
even after that 
same kid had 

"disrespected him." During bad weather, 
they say, Tim keeps his shop open late so 
the boys won't have to stand outside. 
And as for the skate park? 
"I think without Ethan's," Cameron 
says, "the whole park would pretty much 
be a dump." 

The boys say Tim had reasons to pack 
up shop in the beginning. Some kids who 
hang around the skate park used to put 

down Ethan's, and pick on 
Tim. And Ethan's has been 
robbed seven times since 
it opened — the first time 
was five days after Ethan's 
opened, and the last just 
this month. 

But Adrian, Cameron 
and Justin say Tim has 
won over nearly everyone 
with his patience and kind- 
ness. After the most recent 
robbery, numerous kids 
showed up to help Tim 
identify the perpetrators on 
a security video. 

"People at the skate 
park, when they go in there 
every day and when they 
finally realize how much 
Tim respects you, then you 
start caring for it," Justin 
says. "Some of the kids 
that picked up trash, they 
didn't just do it to get on 
the team, they actually did 
it for Tim."

And 
really, as long as you're familiar with 
local policies and apply your common 
sense, that likely won't happen. 

So in the name of keeping your arrest 
record clear, we asked a few questions of 
police Chief Jim Spice and police officer 
Grant Lockwood of the University of 
Colorado at Colorado Springs, and (via 
e-mail) Colorado College director of 
campus safety Pat Cunningham. 

Indy: During your time here, have 
you noticed anything that you wish 
incoming students would know about 
college? 

Lockwood: I think they need to 
know things like keeping their own 
personal items [safe]. They need to take 
some personal responsibility for that. 
Keep things locked up; don't keep them 
out in the open. Crime is a crime of 
opportunity, so don't leave it on a desk 
and then go off to the bathroom. Pick it 
up, take it with you. 

Spice: And our No. 1 crime on cam- 
pus is crime of opportunity, i.e. theft. 
Just being aware of your surroundings, 
where you're leaving your belongings, 
keeping things locked when possible. 
Most of the time, it ends up being 
someone left their laptop sitting at their 
study station in the library and walked 
down an aisle to find a book only for a 
minute. Well, that's all it takes. 

Indy: If a student has a medical 
marijuana license, can he or she 
smoke anywhere on campus? 

Spice: According to medical mari- 
juana law here in the state of Colorado, 
you cannot smoke it in public. So that 
gets rid of all the exterior grounds. 
Then there's the Colorado Indoor Act, 
which bans smoking inside. So whether 
it's in housing or in Columbine [Hall] 
or wherever, you can't smoke inside of 
a state-owned building. So it kind of 
gets rid of both. 

Cunningham: Colorado College 
does not recognize medical marijuana 
... [CC] falls under the jurisdiction of 



the federal Drug Free Schools and 
Communities Act. 

Indy: What would be the repercus- 
sions for being found in possession of 
illegal substances? 

Lockwood: If it's marijuana, there's 
a charge for marijuana paraphernalia, 
which is just a petty offense, and any- 
thing under 2 ounces is also a petty 
offense. They'll take it to appear in 
court, and then the court will either 
give them a fine or give them commu- 
nity service. And then they'll also have 
to talk to Student Life and Housing ... 
because it's a housing violation in the 
Student Code of conduct. 

Spice: For alcohol, for the first 
offense, is if you're cooperative and 
you've not been contacted before, we 
will not do a criminal citation into court 
and will issue a verbal warning, and 
you have to do a required alcohol class 
called "Choices" that Housing offers. 

Cunningham: There is no one set of 
responses for any given policy violation 
[at CC]. Our conduct process is built on 
learning, and our goal is to prepare our 
students for a lifetime of learning. Vio- 
lations of federal, state, and local laws 
are incorporated as offenses under 
the Student Code of Conduct. Such 
violations of law occurring either 
on or off campus could result in 
criminal prosecution as well as the 
initiation of conduct proceedings. 

Indy: Say two students are under- 
age drinkers and one gets alcohol 
poisoning. If the other calls for 
help, will he or she get in trouble? 
Or is there tolerance for that sort 
of situation? 

Lockwood: Well, there's actually 
a law that states that the person, as 
long as they stay with that person, 
that they're immune from prosecu- 
tion. It doesn't count for a whole 
party of 30; it counts for the one 
or two people that actually called 
it in and stayed with that person 
and attended to their safety. So 
they will be immune. It doesn't 
mean that they're immune 



from Campus Life and Housing; it just 
means that they'd be immune from 
criminal prosecution. 

Cunningham: The college reserves 
the right to provide a reprieve from dis- 
cipline to a student or group of students 
who exhibit responsible, proac- 
tive behavior in an effort 
to ensure their own or 
another student's health 
and safety during an 
incident or situation that 
involves a violation of 
the college's policies 
relating to consumption 
of alcohol. Students 
involved in such circum- 
stances should still expect 
to meet with college pro- 
fessionals to discuss the 
situation and any 
concerning 
behav- 
iors. 



Indy: Since you've been working 
here, what's been the craziest story 
or experience you've had on this 
campus? 

Spice: There was a time there was a 
guy living in housing who had schizo- 
phrenia, and he pulled the fire alarm. 
He was watching Dragonball Z 
— which, I'm not real familiar 
with what that is, but I think 
it's some sort of cartoon — 
and thought that the dragons 
were coming out and going to 
blow their fire out and catch 
the place on fire. So he ran 
and pulled the fire alarm.

Unlike everyone else in the lecture 
hall, I couldn't concentrate. Every 
cough, flip of a page and zip of a 
backpack reminded me I was still 
mulling over the first page. During 
those moments of hot panic, I didn't 
know what I had studied. I just knew I 
couldn't take tests like this for the rest 
of the semester. 

Students don't always need special 
accommodations to succeed. But oth- 
ers, like me, can find a huge boost at 
the college disability services office — 
if they ask for it. 

An outdated definition 

"I think for some students there's a 
stigma around the word 'disability,'" 
says Jan Edwards, director of Colo- 
rado College Disability Services, "and 
I think there are students who could 
benefit from our services, but they 
don't perceive themselves as having a 
disability." 

And "the definition of a disability," 
adds Ida Dilwood, director of Univer- 
sity of Colorado at Colorado Springs 
Disability Services, "is ... either a 
physical or mental impairment that 
substantially limits one or more major 
life functions." 

The Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA) states that major life 
functions, or major life activities, 
include "performing manual tasks, 
seeing, hearing" and other physical 
actions. But the ADA also addresses 
mental disabilities, such as those that 
affect "learning, reading, concentrat- 



end of last decade (see "Better than 
ever"), numbers of students with dis- 
abilities were higher than you might 
think. According to the Government 
Accountability Office, 11 percent of 
all college students in 2008 reported 
some kind of disability, up from 9 per- 
cent in 2000. 

People like Edwards, Dilwood and 
Michael Nusen, director of Pikes 
Peak Community College's Office 
of Accommodative Services and 
Instructional Support (OASIS), are 
empowered to provide accommoda- 
tions for affected students, based on 
documentation from previous schools 
or a medical professional, or from test- 
ing centers around the city. 

All three say testing accommoda- 
tions are what they most commonly 
provide. Extended time — say, two 
hours to do a test that others have 
to do in one hour — can provide an 
easier test-taking experience. 

Not that it's synonymous with an 
easier test. Whereas the Individu- 
als with Disabilities Education Act 
(IDEA) allows modified assignments 
for students with disabilities, higher 
education can only provide accommo- 
dations that don't affect the amount of 
work and quality required. 

"Some people are like, 'Well, if I 
had more time, maybe I would do bet- 
ter, too.' And that might be so," says 
Dilwood, "but if you don't know the 
information, if you were given unlim- 
ited time, you're still not going to be 
able to recall the information.

"We're not eliminating standards, we're 
not waiving requirements," she adds. 
"We're just trying to equal the opportu- 
nity that someone has to be successful, to 
show that they know the work." 

Help them help you 

Testing accommodations — for which 
not everyone qualifies, Nusen adds — 
are only some of the services available. 
Disability service offices also offer 
accommodations including, but not lim- 
ited to, specialized furniture, alternative 
test and textbook formats, and peer or 
paid note -takers. 

Nusen, for instance, has arranged 
accommodations for veterans with 
bomb -blast-related hearing impairments, 
post-traumatic stress disorder and trau- 
matic brain injuries. 

"They may never have realized how 
they can be accommodated because 
they're afraid to be in a closed room or 
to be in a room with a lot of students, 
so we'll work with them," he says, 
maybe providing a desk close to a door 
or window. 

More veterans, says Nusen, have need- 
ed service animals over the past year 
and a half. Although service animals are 
commonly associated with hearing and 
seeing, they're being used for new needs 
every day. 

"A couple semesters ago, we had a 
student who had a severe issue where 
she would get in these confrontations 
with people, and she didn't have self- 
feedback, so she was getting herself in 
trouble," Nusen says. "So this company 
was helping her train a dog so that when 
she got agitated and her voice started 
raising and she was starting to get her- 
self in trouble, the dog would cue on the 
behavior of the student and just gently 
start pulling the student away. ... We 
have a lot of interesting stories like that 



where just one thing made all the differ- 
ence for the student and allowed them to 
be in school." 

Such stories illustrate an important 
fact: Time is often of the essence, as 
students may not know they need an 
accommodation until the semester's 
under way. 

"There are often times students are 
in a class, and that's when they first 
realize that they might need assistance, 
is when they run into a particular situ- 
ation," says Edwards. "Maybe they're 
running out of time on an exam or 
something like that." 

At that point, Edwards, Dilwood and 
Nusen all advise students to contact 
their disability services office. It's not 
that these offices don't want to reach 
out to individual students — they 
can't. IDEA requires public education 
to find students who need accommoda- 
tions, Nusen says, but higher education 
legally can't do the same with adult 
students. 

"We try to get the word out there 
so that they're not left in this vacuum 
thinking somebody's going to call them 
and ask them, 'Do they need service?'" 

From there, of course, next steps vary. 
In my case, I had documentation of my 
high school accommodations, so arrang- 
ing for a reduced-distraction room and 
extended time proved quick and pretty 
hassle-free. I even aced my college alge- 
bra class. 

The only obstacle I faced throughout 
the entire process was myself. As a 
freshman, I yearned to rewrite myself, 
erase my past shortcomings so I could 
fit my distorted idea of "normal." But if 
I've learned one lesson from this experi- 
ence, it's that normal never means you 
can't ask for help.

Better than ever 

While the Americans with Disabilities Act has been around since 1990, college students 
should be aware of amendments made nearly two decades later. According to Colo- 
rado College's Ida Dillwood, the ADA Amendments Act of 2008 didn't expand the definition 
per se, "but it did capture the essence of really what the law was intended to do — to help 
those individuals that do have difficulty with ... different things." 

The U.S. Equal Employment Opportunity Commission describes the amendments mostly 
as widening the ADA net: "The Act emphasizes thatthe definition of disability should be 
construed in favor of broad coverage of individuals to the maximum extent permitted by the 
terms of the ADA and generally shall not require extensive analysis." 

Which, for one thing, means less paperwork: "We don't need as much documentation as 
we did in the past," says Michael Nusen at Pikes Peak Community College. 

Nusen's office provides medical professionals short forms for diagnoses and recommenda- 
tions, which Nusen says makes the accommodation process easier for everyone involved. For 
apparent disabilities, the college also offers one-semester provisional accommodations. 

"That's the beauty of the updated ADA," Nusen says. "That more people not only qualify 
and have been qualifying for services, but the burden on being able to get the services has 
been reduced."

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How to be in debt 

Navigating the present-day pitfalls and politics of student loans

If you're a student reading this, chances 
are you're in debt. A 65.6 percent 
chance, to be precise, according a 2007 
report from the U.S. Department of 
Education, though it's certainly higher 
by now. Assuming you are indeed a stu- 
dent debtor, a 2011 study by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York predicts 
you'll owe, on average, about $23,000 in 
student loans when you graduate. There's 
about a l-in-10 chance you'll owe more 
than $54,000. 

There's also more than a l-in-10 
chance that you'll miss payments on that 
debt as you heroically confront the so- 
called "real world" after graduation. 

Bottom line: The debt you accrue 
in college is going to stick with you. 
Americans 40 and older hold a third of 
all outstanding student debt, and there's 
a lot of it. While Americans are less in 
the red on credit cards or mortgages than 
we were when our debt-fueled economy 
imploded in 2008, student loans have 
continued to climb. The issue blew up at 
the end of last year, when total student 
debt passed $1 trillion. 

But to call that a "turning point" is 
arbitrary, argues Robert Applebaum, 
who founded forgivestudentloandebt.com 
and gathered over a million signatures in 
support of a federal bill to do what his 
website's name suggests. While he labels 
the $1 trillion figure "a disturbing mile 
marker along the national track to pov- 
erty," he says the situation had already 
been bad for a long time. 

Colorado College economics professor 
Kevin Rask calls that alarmism. "You've 
got to look at debt per student. That 
really hasn't changed much," he says. 
"[Total student debt] is so high because 
more students are going to college. As 



an economist, I would argue that's a 
good thing." 

Which is it? Myriad discourses have 
emerged on the national level, each with 
its own interpretation of what skyrocket- 
ing student debt means for the future of 
higher education — and the future of the 
country. If anything is certain, it's that 
students shouldn't let anyone tell them 
they haven't yet reached the "real world." 

In our strange financial universe, one 
that only seems capable of resolving a 
bursting credit bubble by replacing it 
with another, students increasingly find 
themselves at the epicenter of a dubious 
American political economy. 

The system works ... 

One school of thought can be thrown 
out right away: the one that casts the 
entire higher education system as a com- 
plete scam, designed only to take the 
money of more gullible, less responsible 
individuals. 

"For many people ... a college edu- 
cation is required to enter the middle 
class," says Ann Larson of the Occupy 
Student Debt campaign, which is 
attempting to organize a large-scale debt 
strike wherein students mass-default on 
their loans. 

"To say that is somehow a choice any- 
body makes, when the alternative is an 
unlivable situation, then that's ridiculous. 
It's a requirement in our economy to 
have a college degree." 

Rask — who, it should be noted, is mar- 
ried to CC president Jill Tiefenthaler — 
agrees that a traditional four-year college 
degree remains a sound investment. Even 
while unemployment among bachelor's 
degree holders has doubled, he says that 
"it's doubled from, like, 2 to 4 percent." 



That's not only better than the current 
national average of 8.3 percent (much less 
the rate for those with only a high school 
diploma, which the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics puts at 8.7 percent for July), 
but also better than holders of associate 
degrees, at 7.1 percent. 

Rask also cites a 2010 CollegeBoard 
study that shows premiums from a 
bachelor's degree — which is to say the 
comparative advantage in wages that 
it bestows versus that of a high school 
diploma — have steadily increased. 

While acknowledging that tuition 
hikes, especially at private colleges, have 
consistently outpaced inflation, Rask 
argues that this doesn't necessarily pun- 
ish the average student. 

"Different schools are in different 
situations. The sticker price is one thing, 
but only a sub -portion of the student 
population ever pays the sticker price," 
he says. "Schools discount. How they 
discount, and how much they discount, 
really varies with the market position of 
the school." 

Instead, Rask blames for-profit institu- 
tions for the skyrocketing debt statistics. 
For-profits like the University of Phoenix 
have recently faced criticism, with Presi- 
dent Obama calling for regulations follow- 
ing a 2011 Department of Education report 
that 26 percent of all student loans go to 
for-profit schools, which then produce 
nearly half of all student debt defaults. 

... except when it fails 

So basically, "top-tier" colleges and 
universities with huge endowments tend 
to raise tuition for those who can afford 
it, while subsidizing the needs of those 
who can't. Provided, you know, that you 
get accepted into one of those institutions

lending. The law initially 
requires beneficiaries to 
submit written affidavits 
disavowing any belief in 
overthrowing the U.S.

The law creates 
the Federal Family Education 
Loan Program, which subsi- 
dizes and guarantees student 
loans issued by private 
lenders like Sallie Mae.

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— which simply displaces the issue of privi- 
leged access onto college prep, and preexist- 
ing socioeconomic inequality in general. 

Meanwhile, another chart in the Col- 
legeBoard study shows that increasing 
premiums from a four-year degree come 
not from increasing wages of degree-hold- 
ers (they've largely stagnated), but from 
decreasing wages of those who didn't 
attend college. This suggests that even if 
college remains "worth it" in a vacuum, 
its value is predicated on the exclusion of 
an entire class of Americans who face an 
increasingly harsh reality. 

And God forbid you can't pay back 
those student loans. Unlike other forms of 
consumer debt, student loans, public and 
private, virtually can never be discharged 
via bankruptcy proceedings. Many debt- 
ors wind up paying many times their 
original balance to lenders who profit by 
repackaging that debt as tradable securi- 
ties, leading a growing movement to label 
the entire setup as a predatory scheme. 

Ultimately, it boils down to a question 
of values, both of where college education 
should be situated in society and how it 
should be funded. "Basic econ: You have 
something that's scarce — higher educa- 
tion — not everyone that wants it can 
have it," admits Rask. "If you're going to 
publicly provide it, you ration it ... with 
exams. [In the U.S.], to ration it, we make 
people pay." 

That sounds a lot like injustice to activ- 
ists like Applebaum. 

"We've gone away from treating educa- 
tion as a public good, as an investment 
in our collective future, to an individual 
commodity. And that's not true," he 
argues, having worked in the New York 
District Attorney's office after graduat- 
ing law school only to move to a higher-

paying job in private practice after he 
couldn't pay the interest on his student 
loans. "All of society depends on a well- 
educated citizenry." 

To that end, Applebaum supports 
across-the-board student loan forgiveness 
as a first step. He acknowledges 
it would likely ensure 
that lenders never 
again offer credit 
on such a scale, 
saying, "If I could 
put private lenders 
out of business, I 
would." 

"I don't believe 
that education is a 
privilege reserved 
for the very few, 
but a human 
right," Applebaum 
says. "It should be 
afforded to every 
member of our 
society." 

It's true: we've 
heard this line 
before. With 
financial and fis- 
cal crises loom- 
ing, however, it 
increasingly feels 
as though we'll 
soon be forced to 
make a choice on 
the role of higher 
education, and 
that something 
might finally 
have to give.

Five things you can do in college to set yourself apart after college

Between the classes, the parties and the people, it's 
easy to forget that at college, you're also supposed 
to be preparing for gainful employment. However, in 
today's ultra-competitive job market, you'll need every 
advantage you can get upon graduation.

The trick is knowing how to navigate the demands and 
opportunities you have as a student. And every major 
school in this city has a department dedicated to helping 
with that very thing. It's critical to take advantage, early 
and often, of your school's career services department. 

We sat down with local career development profes- 
sionals and whittled down their expertise to five crucial 
bits of advice. 

1 . Know thyself 

At the University of Colorado at Colorado Springs, 
career center director Bev Kratzer notes regretfully that 
"Regularly, students won't come and visit the career 
center until after they graduate." 

How do you get motivated to drop in? The impetus 
may be as simple as stopping to think about where 
you're headed after you snag that degree. 

"Hopefully you're getting a great education ... but 
while you're doing that, think about: 'What am I going 
to do with this?'" says Larry Stimpert, acting director 



of the Colorado College career center. People like him 
can help you find what you do best, and then how to 
get the right folks to notice. 

"It's hard to do effective networking if you don't 
know what it is that you want to pursue," says Stim- 
pert. "When you connect with an alum or anybody in 
a network, one of the things they're going to ask you 
is, 'What are you interested in?' If you can't articulate 
that, it's going to be very tough for people to help you." 

2. Cast a wider network 

According to Colorado Technical University career 
services director Jason Ramsey, only 15 percent of jobs 
are ever advertised. The other 85 percent go to friends 
or colleagues, before they're ever posted. 

How can you join the 85 percent? One way is to 
become a friend or colleague of an industry fixture. "You 
can reach out to them and they can give you the insight 
into those jobs that aren't advertised," says Ramsey. 

When looking for someone like that, it helps to keep 
your eyes wide open, adds Jason Owens, associate 
director of employer relations at CC: "Any time in your 
life, you're up for a potential impression that might be 
on an employer." 

3. Make the grade (within reason) 

Emily Conway's adviser at CC introduced her to her 
future boss. But Conway had already been making her- 
self a catch, working toward a magna cum laude desig- 
nation and the Kenneth J. and Elizabeth Hare Curran 
Award for Outstanding Economics Student. 

"I worked really hard to maintain a great GPA," 
Conway says. 

Fellow 2012 grad Emily Burton-Boehr's grades 
weren't as exemplary: "I was a few points from cum 
laude, but nothing to write home about, really." That 
said, she clearly knew her stuff, had accumulated use- 
ful work experience, and knew how to network. 

Both Emilys now work for Lexidyne LLC, a Springs- 
based consulting firm that develops "analytic computer 
models to help clients better understand how the future 
will unfold," in Conway's words. These models inter- 
pret data and forecast industry trends. 



It's definitely not your typical entry-level job, which 
backs up Burton-Boehr's belief that "you can succeed 
without the perfect GPA." 

The keys are balance, and knowing how valuable a 
high GPA will be to employers in your field. 

"When the economy is bad like it is now, you're 
going to get lots and lots of applicants for most jobs. So 
companies have to come up with fairly objective ways 
to screen people," says Stimpert. For example, "they 
will use a GPA cut-off — if you don't have a 3.0 GPA, 
you're not going to get an interview." 

4. Intern, intern, intern 

Even a short-term, part-time internship can show 
employers you have real-world experience. It also will 
help you build your professional network. 

"More and more data comes out every year that says 
how much more those who have internships are hired 
than those who haven't," says UCCS' Kratzer. 

Getting an internship will require the same skills and 
networking as getting a job will. However, internships 
are designed with students in mind, and have a high 
turnover rate — so if you get passed over for one, keep 
looking. More listings will appear quickly. Better yet, 
leverage your professional network and create your own. 

Internships are "very competitive, unfortunately," 
says Burton-Boehr, "but doing projects, even unpaid 
stuff, can serve to bulk up your resume." 

5. Be a show-off 

You never know when being the captain of your 
chess team or holding that student government position 
will make an impression. Wherever you've shown skill, 
ability or leadership, work it into a conversation, or slap 
it on the ol' resume. 

"Companies are looking for people with diverse 
skills: people who can think, who can write, who can 
bring a diverse perspective," says Owens. "Companies 
are always looking for that fresh perspective or that 
thing they haven't thought of before — that's why they 
recruit at colleges."

Some locals' tips for those racing in for the Springs' stage of the race

Race day's going to be a little crazy, what with the temporary closures of 
all related roads coming from Garden of the Gods (see map, p. 33), not to 
mention some of the main downtown arteries for the fan festival. And after all 
the cyclists have blasted by, there's still the question of where to go next. So 
stick with us, dear friends, and we'll guide you through the mess. 

Parking 

• The Downtown Partnership says the lot at Pikes Peak and Cascade avenues 
will be closed all of Thursday and Friday, so look to the parking garages at 215 
N. Cascade Ave., 130 S. Nevada Ave. and 127 E. Kiowa St. All of them max 
out at $6.75 for all-day parking — hourly rates hover around a dollar, depend- 
ing on when you park — and there are some 2,500 spots available among them. 

• Street parking outside the race area will still be available, as well — 
although you've got to watch those meters. We recommend you take the DP's 
understated advice: "It's a great day to ride your bike, or park in the transit 
shuttle lots and take the bus into downtown." If you do the former, there will be 
a bike valet at Acacia Park (115 E. Platte Ave.).

Bike-seeing 

• If you like coffee or bik- 
ing, and especially if you like 
coffee and biking, head north 
to Cafe Velo (11550 Ridgeline 
Drive, #102, cafevelobikes). 
The full-service cycle/coffee 
shop "focusing on road, triath- 
lon, and endurance [mountain 
biking]" routinely hosts big 
names in the rolling world, 
and is sure to be a hot spot for 
those coming down from the 
rush of racing-by riders. 

• You may have noticed that 
big, yellow building on the corner of Colorado Avenue — that's just the U.S. 
Olympic Committee headquarters, where the suits work. If you want the good 
stuff, head east toward Union Avenue and hit the Olympic Training Center 
(1 Olympic Plaza, teamusa.org), which hosts 140,000 people per year who 
usually get to see athletes, film showings, the U.S. Olympic Hall of Fame 
Rotunda and more. 

• The Colorado Springs Velodrome in Memorial Park (1605 E. Pikes Peak 
Ave., csvelodrome.org) has hosted its fair share of blue-ribbon track-racing 
events, including the Masters Track National Championships four weeks ago, 
and holds weekly races on Tuesday and Thursday nights (through Sept. 13). You 
can also sign up for "Learn to Ride the Velodrome" clinics, or just watch some 
Colorado Springs Velodrome Association riders train. 

Riding 

• The professionals will be blasting through the red rocks of Garden of the 
Gods (gardenofgods.com) on their way to the Stage 5 finish line, and you can, 
too, just by following the route listed on usaprocyclingchallenge.com. 




• If you're

Pikes Peak 
Greenway 
Trail runs 

north to south along the western half of the city and connects to a variety of 
additional parks and trails. "It's flat, it's gravel, it's a wide path for the kids 
to ride on, and you can jump on it at pretty much any point and ride in either 
direction and have a great ride," says Nikki McComsey, executive director of 
Kids on Bikes. "I like to start at America the Beautiful Park (126 Cimino 
Drive) and head north from there." 

• Or, of course, you can just put together your own ride. You've got your 
favorite guidebooks and sites, but if you want some live and local advice, the 
folks at Old Town Bike Shop (426 S. Tejon St., oldtownbikeshop.com), Crite- 
rium Bicycles (6150 Corporate Drive, criterium.com), and Ted's Bicycles (3016 
N. Hancock Ave., tedsbicycles.com) — all reader favorites in the Indy's annual 
Best Of Colorado Springs competition — can surely set you right.

We get the USA Pro Cycling Challenge on Friday. Here's how to plan a race day to remember 



The fifth stage of the USA Pro Cycling Challenge kicks off in Brecken- 
ridge, heads up and over Hoosier Pass, then swings through Fairplay 
and into Woodland Park, where officials anticipate the fastest speeds of 
the week. The riders follow that up by cruising down U.S. Highway 24, 
into the Garden of the Gods and east on Colorado Avenue into the heart of 
Colorado Springs. 

The Friday, Aug. 24 event wraps up with three circuits around down- 
town, coming off Colorado Avenue, north on Cascade Avenue (with a short 



jog behind the Colorado Springs Fine Arts Center) to Colorado College at 
Cache la Poudre Street, back south on Tejon Street, and around again at 
Colorado. The finish line sits near Tejon and Pikes Peak Avenue. 

While trying to catch a glimpse of the winner at that finish line might 
be tempting, this route offers lots of options for race-day ogling. The Indy 
spoke with four locals in the know on what spots they think will provide 
the best viewing opportunities.

Propped against a wire book holder, a fairly flimsy black-and- 
white booklet called Velvet Garden, faced the throngs at last 
spring's GalaxyFest. The booklet sat at Ryan Davis' vendor table, 
and enough people bought his pitch — and the "rough" of his new 
comic — to fund a limited run of a 
full-color glossy version. 

In June, atthe 2012 Denver 
Comic Con, he made more than 
100 sales, enough to publish the 
next issue. 

Davis is a 30-year-old with a 
dream: He wants to break into 
the big time in the comic book 
industry. He and his 
partner, Colorado 
Springs artist Gunther 
Goltz, have come up 
with what they hope 
will be a winning story 
that will catch the 
attention of big names. 

"There are basically 
two ways of breaking 
into the business," 
says Steven Seagle, 
the Colorado Springs- 
bred co-founder of 
Man of Action Studios (cre- 
ators of Cartoon Network's 
Ben 10), supervising producer 
for Disney XD's Ultimate Spi- 
der-man series, and veteran 
comic book writer for both 
DC and Marvel Comics. "You 
can either produce your own 





comic, or you can know someone in the business. 

"If you produce your own comic," he advises, "do it from 
top to bottom. Find a way to get it outto the world. Self- 
publish it. This is your calling card."

QUALITY CONTROL 

Velvet Garden is based on a 1980s urban legend about 
a psychoactive video game machine called Polybius, 
released by the U.S. government as an experiment in mind 
control. Davis and Goltz will officially unveil the second 
issue Saturday, Aug. 25, at Escape Velocity, the comics- 
and-graphic-novels store where they both work. But 
they've been selling and giving out 
samples for several weeks. 
With Velvet Garden, 
they're actually debuting 
the three-volume, 18-issue 
series with Volume No. 
2. Davis, who wrote the 
story, and Goltz, the 
illustrator, decided that it 
would showcase the story 
line better than the first 
volume, a prequel that goes into the 
game's background.

"In the first issue, the reader learns about Hitler's experi- 
ments with mind control, and some of the machines he built, but 
we didn't want readers to think the series was a World War l^l 
story, because it's not," Davis says. "So, we went with the sec- 
ond volume, which takes place 
in the '80s." 

The first (chronologically) of 
the three-volume set is called 
Wicked Garden, and the last, 
which is set in Colorado Springs, 
is titled Neon Garden. All three 
will eventually be made into dis- 
tinct graphic novels, each made 
up of six serialized comic books. 

Though he's been in the busi- 
ness for a decade, Davis has 
worked with the single focus of 
breaking into the industry for 
about a year. That started with 
co-creating a publishing company 
called Ruby Carriage, through 
which he produced several 
Internet-based comics before 
this current endeavor. 

Having a central location or 
imprint where people can find 
all his work makes things easier, 
but doesn't cover all the bases. 
Seagle says most comic fan's still- 
want something they can hold, 
and publishers want to see good- 
quality artwork. 

"The quality has got to be 
great. It has to be the same as, 
say, your favorite comic, but in an 
original voice only you can provide ... you also have to basically give 
the thing away." 

GOT '9 PON* 

On thattopic, they're well supported by Escape Velocity, which 
allows them to carry the comic in the store. "Where I work ... I 
can't say enough. They're committed to getting graphic novels and 
comics out there," Davis says. 

Their goal is to have all six issues of Velvet Garden completed 
and compiled into a graphic novel by the next Denver Comic Con, 
which runs from May 31 through June 2, 2013. Each issue they 

release locally brings them closer to that goal, with the prof- 
its from the previous issue funding the next. 

Even if they don't meet that goal, however, they'll 
have a body of work to show off and present 
to prospective publishers. 

"The first question most comic book 
professionals ask, however, is: Have you 
already done one?" says Seagle. 

To that question, Davis and Goltz will 
be able to reply with a resounding, "Yes. 
Want some copies?"

Strong bones 

Seafood stalwart shows why people freak over its fish 



By Matthew Schniper 

It's 6:30 on a Wednesday, and 
there's a 75 -minute wait for a 
table. Not only has Bonefish Grill 
gripped the city's attention, but $5 
Bang Bang Shrimp night in par- 
ticular (featuring a deep discount 
on tempura-like prawns lacquered 
in a delicious, mildly spicy sauce) 
has convinced the hungry to kill an 
hour-plus in University Village. 

Curse the seas for the chaos, but 
thank the gods for seats that open 
at the bar's community-table area. 




Bonefish dishes are consistently stunning; too bad 
we couldn't arrange a food photo through corporate. 



To say that it's just the hype of a 
new restaurant opening is to not yet 
have tasted the chain's Chilean Sea 
Bass ($26.90/large) with any of four 
offered sauces: lemon-butter, mango 
salsa, Pan- Asian or chimichurri. 
I request small samples, quickly 
favoring the final choice, essentially 
a looser, parsley-based pesto. (Nab a 
free recipe on Bonefish's website.) 

But unlike the case with so many 
entrees, it's not the sauce that stars 
here. As it should be, it's the pro- 
tein: I can't say I've been served a 
better-prepared fish in this city. It's 
gorgeously grill-marked and ide- 
ally charred, served at the perfect 
temperature, soft, moist, flavorful 
and meatier than many of its ocean 
peers, while still delicate. 

When I later 
tell a local chef 
friend about how 
impressed I was 
by that dish, he 
shares that he 
ate at Bonefish 
four times within 
two weeks, each 
time pleased by 
the potent pois- 
sons. It's not just that they're daily 
delivered fresh, never frozen; it's 
that they're well-handled, with a 
consistency that (sadly) does distin- 
guish some chain shops from many 
of our indies.

Florida-founded Bonefish — now 
owned by Tampa-based OSI Res- 
taurant Partners, which also oper- 
ates Outback Steakhouse and Car- 
rabba's Italian Grill, among other 
market beasts — now boasts more 
than 150 locations where the serv- 
ers (called "anglers") wear white 
chef's jackets, the AC is cranked to 
near-icebox temperatures in sum- 
mer, and even a lowly regarded fish 
like tilapia gets highbrow treatment. 
Example: The Longfin Tilapia 

Imperial plate 
($17.90) stuffs 
a thin cut with 
crab, scallops 
and shrimp under 
lemon caper but- 
ter. Our sides of 
asparagus and 
a haricot verts 
tangle are won- 
derfully al dente, 
with a unique 
house succotash 
of corn, edamame 
and turkey sau- 
sage. A special 
of crab -topped 
pompano in a white wine lemon 
sauce ($24.90 with a Caesar salad) 
is another, more simple delight of 
soft-textured seafood. 

Bonefish's desserts ($5.90 to 
$6.20) are even bully: a great pecan- 
crusted key lime pie; a stringy, 
gooey, macaroon-like coconut pie 
with a sugary rum sauce; and a 
badass gluten-free macadamia nut 
brownie with raspberry sauce, vanil- 
la ice cream and whipped cream. 

It's all just so damned likeable, 
even lovable. A brunch menu I 
didn't sample looks awesome, too. 

I reach out to them in hopes of 
chatting about their fish sourc- 
ing. Our server has mentioned 
aquaculture, to-go bags sport an 
Ocean Trust logo, and a Wikipe- 
dia entry says the chain "actively 
pursues sustainable practices." But 
with much Chilean sea bass being 
suspect, and 90 percent of shrimp 
eaten in the U.S. coming from 
abroad with significant environ- 
mental impact, I can only wonder 
how wholly good this Bang Bang 
Shrimp-and-fish-frenzy really is. 

An interview is frustratingly 
delayed past my deadline, so I 
don't yet know if it's all mostly 
green-washing. But I do know 
that, as a matter of taste alone, it's 
worth that wait.

The clear, thin lemon sauce that comes with the 
grilled beef ribs ($10.95) is so good I soaked my white- 
rice side with it and slurped it all up. But it's nothing 
compared to the power of the ribs themselves: Cut from 
a different part of the cow, these sport small, round 
bones you have to eat around (and then suck the scal- 
lions and tangy, floral juices off of). Some bites are as 
tender as a touch, others come with a lot more chew, but 
all come off seasoned with drunken delight. 

The combination bun bowl ($11.25) is a true high- 
light, as well. Ours sported shrimp, shards of grilled 
chicken and beef, and thumb-sized hunks of egg 
roll with more depth of flavor — a smokiness to the 
flaky wrap — than your average piece of meat. With 
ground peanuts, fresh carrot rounds and cold, near- 
translucent noodles, it's as if springtime met its food 
counterpart. — Bryce Crawford

Thunder & Buttons II, the multi-level Old Colorado 
City bar named after a pair of carriage-pulling elk, and 
stocked with flat-screens and throwback NFL helmets, 
surprises me more often than not. It's the drink specials 
(including happy hour all day on Sunday); a youngish 
crowd that seems largely unaffiliated with the military; 
and an impressive menu for a drinkery, with fun bits like 
cottage pie ($9.99) or a portobello sandwich ($8.99). 

The former may have roots in England, but it's like 
America in a bowl: Vegetables and butter-soft beef 
cubes from Sysco, braised for hours in Ellie's Brown 
Ale sit in a salty umber gravy, all capped with thick 
mashed potatoes covered with melted cheese. It's 
great. The Mediterranean-inspired sandwich shines, 
too, with its spinach, tomato, and feta and Havarti 
cheese innards, not to mention a side of killer horse- 
radish coleslaw. Only downer: It sports so much liq- 
uid, the bun's quickly soggy. — Bryce Crawford

Dear Jelly, 

Nobody can say you aren't uber-hip — what with 
your vintage '80s cereal boxes as wall art, bloody 
PBRs, and cornflake-battered, UDI's Challah Batard 
French Toast. But I have to say, for my money, I think 
I'd rather endure Root Down and Snooze's similarly 
lengthy breakfast waits. 

Don't get me wrong: You've got some goodies, like 
your cinnamon-sugar Donut Bites (eight/$4.99) and 
respectably textured gluten-free blueberry rice-flour 
pancakes ($7.79). But you also left me hangin' a couple 
times, like on the Bhakti Chai French Toast ($4.29 as a 
one-piece side), which didn't deliver a true clove-cinna- 
mon-and-anise dredging. And your sweet potato hash 
($8.79) was light on the chorizo, heavy on the unlisted 
regular potatoes, and staid in a typical diner kinda way 
that just doesn't match your fun, funky, cool atmosphere.

Dax Shepard, the formerly dopey 
sidekick to Ashton Kutcher on 
Punk'd, for example, has shined 
on NBC's Parenthood, where his 
clashes with his son's mother, 
played with big empathy by Hit & 
Run co-star Joy Bryant, reveal deep 
reservoirs within both actors. 

Similarly, Kristen Bell, who hap- 
pens to be Shepard's real-life fian- 
cee, too often finds herself in roles 
that require her to be less intelligent 
and funny than she is when she's 
not acting. That was made clear by 
appearances abroad when The Late 
Show With Craig Ferguson went 
to Paris last summer. Ferguson and 
Bell, backdropped by the City of 
Light, hit a rom-com groove that 
proved them unlikely late-night 
soulmates, a vibe that much more 
expensive productions {When In 
Rome) failed to elicit. 

Hell, even Hit & Run co-star Tom 
Arnold has his brilliance. 

Hit & Run, written and co- 
directed by Shepard, puts all this 
talent on the road for some cheesy 
'90s mayhem. Sounds great, right? 
Well, it's not. But it's sort of good, 
in a way. 

Shepard plays Charlie Bronson, 
a former getaway driver currently 
hiding out with a new, oblivious 
girlfriend, conflict-resolution spe- 
cialist Annie (Bell) and under the 



protection of a Witness Protection 
agent (Arnold). Bronson gets into 
the type of car trouble that necessi- 
tates unloading a clip from his glock 
near a couple of kids playing in the 
front yard and through the window 
of their house, where their mother 
watches over them. 

When his girlfriend's ex- 
boyfriend (Smallville's Michael 
Rosenbaum) discovers Bronson's 

true identity 
as bank thief 
Yul Perkins, 
he tips off 
the angry 
criminals 
that this mys- 
terious new 
boyfriend rat- 
ted out years 
ago, led by a 
dreadlocked 
Bradley 
Cooper, thus 
kicking off a 
wacky road 
trip involving 
some kind 
of Middle 
Eastern Ponzi 
scheme. 

That sounds just shitty, doesn't 
it? Well, that's literally what hap- 
pens in this movie. And what these 
movies require is against-all-odds 
chemistry, and thankfully, Shepard 
and Bell have that in spades. 

The film starts sweetly enough, 
on a close-up of the pair in bed 
exchanging sweet nothings with 
just a hint of insult in the way that 
only new lovers can pull off. Later, 
when he matter-of-factly directs 
her to strap herself into his tricked- 
out muscle car so they can outrun 
someone, her expression hardly 
changes, not because the perfor- 
mance is wooden but because she 
trusts him in a way that requires 
some blind faith. 

Hell, even when she catches up 
to his true identity and backstory, 
it's the lying she has trouble with 
more than his actions. By the end, 
they're in a dune buggy planted on 
a college campus, Shepard sweetly 
whispering to her bedraggled face 
that he'll never say "faggot" again. 

If that doesn't sway you, then 
you didn't grow up with the movies 
I did, and that's OK. You're really 
not missing much. But if any of this 
makes you grin even a little, then 
you should probably go ahead and 
take this ride.

The expression "B -movie" generally 
gets tossed around pejoratively, but 
here's the God's-honest truth: Good 
B -movies like Premium Rush may be 
a rarer breed than virtually any other 
kind of movie you could name. 




1. A lean, stripped-down premise. 

Koepp casts Joseph Gordon-Levitt as 
Wilee, a New York City bike messen- 
ger and office-rejecting ex-law student 
who careens through Manhattan with 
a gleeful disregard for anything but 

getting from 
Point A to 
Point B as 
quickly as 
possible. And 
the plot fol- 
lows his lead, 
putting some- 
thing into 
his bag for a 
deadline-sen- 
sitive delivery 



Three basic requirements allow Premium Rush to coast past 
lame B-movie territory and away to awesome B -movie-land. 



The term's context in film history 
certainly applies to movies made 
quickly and cheaply, intended to serve 
as the back end of a double-feature. 
But, in more recent years, it has come 
to be a shorthand for genre pictures of 
all kinds: low-budget horror, science- 
fiction, suspense, gritty crime dramas. 

Those movies can be a wonderful 
kind of junk food supplementing a 
balanced movie diet. Yet the people 
who make them too often either don't 
know or don't care how to make their 
simple elements satisfying. 

That's why David Koepp is such 
a minor cinematic treasure in his 
ability to harness those elements, as 
he has in quality genre fare as both 
writer (Spider-Man, Panic Room) and 
writer/director (The Trigger Effect, 
Stir of Echoes). And once again, with 
Premium Rush, he shows how clearly 
he understands the basic requirements 
of delivering the B-movie goods. 



— it's fairly 
irrelevant 
exactly what 
that thing is, 
except that 
it's extremely 
valuable — 
and turning 
the next 80 
minutes into, 
more or less, one continuous break- 
neck chase/race against the clock. 

Gordon-Levitt is an amiable protag- 
onist, but he's not asked to do much 
that a dozen other actors couldn't have 
done just as well. Koepp throws a 
floundering romance with fellow bike 
messenger Vanessa (Dania Ramirez) 
into the mix, but Wilee always seems 
far more enamored of his need for 
speed than his lady — and that's OK. 

2. A quality antagonist. Some- 
times the B-movie villain is the hero's 
own psychology; sometimes it's a 
flesh-and-blood bad guy. Here it's the 
latter, with Michael Shannon playing 
an NYPD detective named Monday 
with serious gambling debts and not 
much time to pay off his creditors — 
hence his eagerness to relieve young 
Wilee of his special envelope. 

Shannon (Take Shelter) has cer- 
tainly gotten a lot of mileage out of 
both simmering menace and flat-out

whack-a-do craziness, both of which 
he gets to show off here. He throws 
himself into full-throated cackles 
of lunacy, and more subtle forms of 
manipulation, all with evident glee. 

3. Simple but satisfying flourishes. 
For a writer, Koepp has a solid sense 
for how to keep a movie moving, and 
find a visual style that accentuates 
his premise. Here he zips upward for 
overhead shots tracing Wilee's planned 
routes to his destination; he rockets 
along with the messengers through 
tight traffic. 

In his most effective recurring gim- 
mick, he puts us inside Wilee's head 
as the cyclist plots which option for 
slipping between cars is least likely to 
get him, or someone else, killed, even 
when no such option exists. Koepp 
also gets the most out of turning a 
bicycle cop (Christopher Place) into a 
would-be Javert who keeps losing and 
re-locating Wilee's elusive trail. 

If there's anything that trips Koepp 
up, it's when he backtracks to provide 
some additional character informa- 
tion: what the mysterious money tick- 
et represents for Vanessa's roommate, 
Nima (Jamie Chung); how Monday 
came to be in such big trouble with 
such rough customers; even the ini- 
tial moments of Wilee and Vanessa's 
relationship. The reality is that all that 
stuff doesn't matter; if anything, it's 
just a way to temporarily fool an audi- 
ence into thinking that it's watching 
something besides a B-movie. 

It's always clear, though, how much 
affection Koepp has for pure genre 
satisfaction, if nowhere else than in 
the movie-insider alias that Monday 
chooses for himself. Premium Rush 
cuts through bloated-spectacle non- 
sense to demonstrate how you can 
wrap an audience around your finger 
for 90 minutes. 

You keep the Oscar bait; I'll keep 
the stuff that leaves you with a gasp 
and a giddy smile.

Texas troubadour Bleu Edmondson survives his own success

A hit song, like teenage pregnancy, 
can lead to commitments you're 
not old enough to responsibly keep. 
Not that country rocker Bleu Edmond- 
son's 2001 track "$50 and a Flask of

Crown" was such a huge hit, other 
than on Texas music charts. But for a 
22-year old kid with the type of mod- 



est ambitions the song suggests, it was 
world- changing. 

"It came so quickly that I didn't 
know how really to approach it, not 
only as a business but as an artist," 

Edmondson says 
looking back. "I 
didn't know how to 
act on stage, I was 
just a kid. I didn't 
know what to say. 
Being 21, 22, 23 years 
old, I was into get- 
ting chicks, drinking 
booze and running 
around like an idiot." 

Edmondson was a 
latecomer to music, 
and got his big break 
when he sent some 
demos to legendary 
producer/guitarist 
Lloyd Maines out 
of the blue. Maines 
subsequently offered 
to produce his 2001 
debut, Southland, and 
his 2002 follow-up, The Band Plays 
On. The latter 's title is instructive. 
While Maines helped shepherd him 



into the business, it took Edmondson 
some floundering to find a place where 
he was comfortable. 

"I was writing more for the scene 
than for myself. I was so surrounded 
by the Pat Greens and the Cory Mor- 
rows and their success, and figured 
that was what you had to do," he says. 
"I don't think now that the songs had a 
lot of meat on them until [2007 's] Lost 
Boy, where I kind of went: 'Screw it.' 
I don't want to have to be country. I 
don't have to be rock. I don't have to be 
Red Dirt. I can just write these songs 
and see how they lay out." 

The album found Edmondson gravi- 
tating toward a sometimes epic blend 
of country and rock story-songs that 
were informed by the anthemic spirit 
of Springsteen. But it isn't just songs 
like "Resurrection" — which features 
last-call bathroom sex in a stall with 
'Jesus is Love' written on the wall — 
or the brink of desperation ode "Finger 
on the Trigger," which sounds like a 
prelude to the Boss' gun-toting paean 
"Johnny 99." There's also the thing that 
connects Edmondson with the Texas 
tradition of Ray Wylie Hubbard, the 
Flatlanders and Lyle Lovett: honesty. 



Edmondson readily acknowledges 
that he lost some of his audience after 
Lost Boy, but he also started courting 
a new one. He didn't let so much time 
elapse between releases, either, choos- 
ing to follow it with The Future Ain't 
What It Used to Be in 2010. Edmond- 
son has already started putting some 
new songs into the set and is hoping to 
have his next album out by the summer 
of 2013. 

Meanwhile, the musician is doing 
what he does best these days, while 
living humbly. He may have come into 
music a brash young kid with a head 
full of ideas and ambitions, but he's 
settled into a workman's appreciation 
of his craft. 

"I'm just an idiot that fell ass-back- 
wards into playing music. Some days 
I'm pretty decent at it," says Edmond- 
son. "I just want to be good at what 
I do and hopefully I'm getting better 
with each record to where — if I keep 
my head down and try to be a decent 
guy and a good songwriter — the fame 
the fortune and the fans, all that will 
sort itself out."

Free the Flobots 

The Denver collective returns to its indie origins

Flobots singer Stephen Brackett — better known 
by his stage name Brer Rabbit — doesn't want to 
sound dismissive when he talks about 2010's Survival 
Story, the Denver rock/hip-hop group's second and 
final album for Universal Republic Records. But after 
leaving the majors and returning to the band's ori- 
gins, Brackett sees the forthcoming The Circle in the 
Square as the true follow-up to Fight With Tools and 
its Top 40 hit "Handlebars." 

In retrospect, Survival Story was a textbook case 
of the sophomore curse. The band, whose current 
lineup had been together since 2005, originally self- 
released its Fight With Tools album in 2007. But then 
Denver's KTCL 93.3 held a contest in which listeners 
chose "Handlebars" as their favorite song by a local 
artist. The station, in turn, put "Handlebars" in heavy 
rotation, drawing the attention of Universal Republic. 
With major label backing, the reissued album went on 
to move more than a quarter million copies. 

While Brackett said Universal didn't interfere with 
the politically inclined band's creative process, success 
still brought with it a whole new set of expectations. 

"It changes the picture when you have somebody 
else investing and paying for studio time," says Brackett, 
who shares emcee/vocal duties with co-frontman Jonny 
5. "It changes it when you know you're turning in your 
stuff for somebody else to evaluate. It changes it when

of setting the tone for 

how things are — or are not. We didn't have the experi- 
ence to let that not pull us one way or the other." 

Survival Story failed to connect with radio and 
fans the way its predecessor had, and the band 
parted ways with Universal Republic. The upside is 
that being independent allowed the two frontman 
— along with viola player/singer Mackenzie Gault, 
bassist Jesse Walker and drummer Kenny Ortiz — to 
reconnect with their original creative impulses. 

In fact, The Circle in the Square stands as the Flo- 
bots' most accomplished to date, with lots of energy, 
melodic hooks and creative twists. The title song's 
hip-hop vocal meets head-on with a slamming beat 
and an edgy rock melody largely created by Gault's 
viola. On "Run (Run Run Run)," the rhythm goes 
more reggae, while the spoken vocals are surrounded 
by a melody with a distinct Middle Eastern feel. 
"One Last Show" retains a bit of the Middle Eastern 
motif, but adds some sharp funk to the equation. 

And yes, the lyrics on "The Circle in the Square" 
are highly topical, but this time filtered more through 
personal experiences, including a trip to Jordan, Isra- 
el and the West Bank that happened to coincide with 
the Arab Spring uprising.

"One of the criticisms we received with Fight 
With Tools is that it seemed like it was activism and 
call to action, as if it was read from the headlines," 
Brackett says. "So it was like, OK, fair, I'll take that. 
This one, it's not the case." 

For Brackett and his bandmates, the new album 
has been a revitalizing experience. "Each time I 
came into the studio, I was honestly blown away by 
the stuff the other band members had done," he says. 
"We can honestly say we did everything we wanted 
to on this album."

"With any genre today, it's not easy 
to pinpoint," says the former Drive -By 
Truckers member. "What's country 
music anymore? The Rolling Stones 
could have been called an Americana 
band, even though they're not Ameri- 
can. You've got the Avett Brothers 
and Robert Plant making Americana 
records. It's a hard thing to define, but 
I'll take it. You never really expect 
those kind of things. It's good to know 
that people are listening to you." 

The acclaim for Isbell's songwriting 



is well-deserved. The musician first 
started to gain notice after joining the 
Drive-By Truckers and becoming one 
of three primary writers in that group 
(along with Patterson Hood and Mike 
Cooley). After six years touring and 
recording with the group, 
he went off on his own, 
primarily because he was 
writing more songs than 
the Truckers could accom- 
modate. 

As frontman for the 
400 Unit, which takes 
its name from a mental 
hospital close to where 
he grew up, Isbell has, if 
anything, become an even 
stronger songwriter. 

"I do think if you prac- 
tice something, you get 
better at it, especially if it 
doesn't make you rich," 
he says. "A lot of people make a lot of 
money and get soft. They lose their con- 
nection to everyday life. Luckily, that 
hasn't happened to me, at least not yet." 

Many of Isbell's songs evoke spe- 
cific people and places, becoming 
musical short stories as it were. "Peo- 
ple like Calexico, James McMurtry 
and Springsteen have done that really 
well over the years," he says. "I like 
to know where people are from."

after Isbell finished his second album 
and decided to spend some time in 
his hometown near Muscle Shoals. 
Settling back to life in northwest Ala- 
bama, he began talking with family, 
friends, and patrons at his favorite 
local watering hole. 

"After a while I really started to 
realize that if I paid attention to the 
people that were around me and really 
started listening to their stories, there 
was a lot of inspiration there for these 
new songs," says Isbell of a region hit 
hard by recession. 

So Isbell channeled that kind of frus- 
tration into song. "Save It for Sunday" 
finds a bar patron unwilling to hear the 
troubles of another person because "we 
got cares of our own." "Tour of Duty" 
is the tale of a returning soldier whose 
relationship and his prospects for a pro- 
ductive life have been damaged by war. 
"Alabama Pines" is about an everyday 
Joe who has become disconnected from 
his life and his lover and isn't sure how 
to find his way back on his own. 

"It used to be that if somebody 
came into a bar upset about losing his 
job, everybody else would buy him a 
shot and try to make him feel better," 
says Isbell. "But now there are five 
other people who have dealt with the 
same thing, within a week or two, at 
the same bar."

Power-popsters Shoes have their first 
album in 18 years, another gem of the genre. 
An altogether pleasing mix of crunchy gui- 
tars, pop hooks, harmonies and the big beat, 
the 15 songs sound as if they could have 
come off any Shoes record — and that's a 
very good thing. Brothers Jeff and John Mur- 
phy and Gary Klebe, the core Shoes trio, have 
been making records since the '70s and have 
their sound down, swapping lead vocals, 
blending sweetly together, and capturing gor- 
geous melodies, as on "Sign of Life," and the 
sadly romantic "I Thought You Knew."

Cline choose to play on his recordings, while the group's 
supremely melodic improvisations made a "difficult" 
genre both fresh and accessible. 

And then there was the Creating a Newsense reunion, 
which packed the Silver Tongue Devil Saloon shoulder- 
to-shoulder with fans who reveled in two sets' worth of 
rootsy, funky, barnstompin' originals. It was a wonderful 
night, and Joe Johnson promises me that he and his band- 
mates won't wait so long for the next reunion. So be sure 
to hold him to that. (The same venue will also play host to 
indie rock icons Cracker on Sept. 2; look for an interview 
in our next issue.) 

Coming up quicker, though, is a free J. Miller Band con- 
cert at Stargazers this Thursday to help raise donations 
for the Business of Art Center, whose historic building 
was recently vandalized to the tune of $100,000 in dam- 
ages (see p. 16). Doors open at 6 p.m., concert begins at 7. 

And finally, Reverb readers with functioning memories 
may recall our write-up on a rooftop concert back in May 
by Conor Bourgal and Briffaut at "The Charles Mansion," 

which is located next to Shuga's 
at 704 S. Cascade Ave. This Fri- 
day, history will repeat itself with 
another "Let It Be"-style event. The 
show will feature singer-songwriter 
Chauncy Crandall, who was much 
raved about in this column just last 
week, as well as SugarSounds, the 
relatively new band fronted by the 
Haunted Windchimes' Mike Clark. 
It'll be free, fun, and very Colorado 
Springs, so try not to forget, OK?

Shot at the pot 



Last Thursday, the Colorado Center on Law 

and Policy released a study saying the 
state could see $60 million-plus in com- 
bined savings and revenue if Amendment 
64, the effort to decriminalize marijuana, 
is passed by voters in November. That 
amount could balloon to $100 million within 
five years of the law's implementation, says 
study author Christopher Stiffler. 

The numbers came under immediate 
criticism from No on 64, the group oppos- 
ing the ballot measure: "This report triples 
the estimate from the state's unbiased, 
non-partisan Office of Legislative Coun- 
cil in the Blue Book," campaign director 
Roger Sherman told Denver's Westword, 
citing a report that shows the amend- 
ment could increase revenue anywhere 
between $4 million and $22 million. 

But it's all in what you're counting, says 
Stiffler in an e-mail to the Independent 

"The reason why our report differs from 
the Blue Book analysis is that I considered 
additional factors than those considered 
by Legislative Council staff," he writes. 
"My analysis calculates state sales tax, 
local sales tax, excise tax, and savings to 
law enforcement. ... Our report estimates 
$8.7 million in state sales tax revenue." 

The CCLP also says the amendment could 
create more than 350 jobs, mostly in the con- 
struction industry, and generate $24 million 
annually for the state's Building Excellent 
Schools Today competitive grant program.

Attention defici — oooh, shiny! 

My girlfriend of eight months has ADHD (attention- deficit hyperactivity dis- 
order). She was diagnosed about 10 years ago, in her early 20s. She takes medi- 
cation that helps her focus better at work and has steps (like writing everything 
down) to avoid forgetting important things, stay more organized, etc. Despite this, 
she is very disorganized and often gets distracted. (I sometimes catch her check- 
ing out when we're right in the middle of a phone conversation.) She often runs 
late when we are supposed to be someplace and forgets things — minor things 
as well as major things. She can also be very impatient. There are a lot of great 
things about her and us, and we do love each other. Still, when she forgets about 
me or is totally unready (as in, unshowered and wearing a towel) when I come to 
pick her up, I can't help but feel like not quite a priority to her. — The Boyfriend 

There are surefire ways to get a woman's attention, like kneeling and pulling 
out a big gleaming rock. For an ADHD woman, you may also want to hire one 
of those street-corner, sign-spinner guys to stand next to you in a chicken suit 
jerking a big arrow at the ring. This should substantially improve your chances of 
hearing a simple yes or no instead of "Oh, no, I think I left my stove ... we should 
order Chinese. Did I charge my cellphone? Look, a spider!" 

ADHD is a stupidly named disorder. Those with it don't have a deficit of atten- 
tion; they just have problems controlling the allocation of their attention, explains 
researcher Martha Bridge Denckla, M.D., on dana.org. People blame ADHD on 

too much videogaming, 

too much television, 
sheer laziness, and 
even the use of green 
chalkboards and yellow 
chalk. (Therapist Susan 
Tschudi, author of 
Loving Someone With 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ m Attention Deficit Disor- 
der, heard that last one 
on the radio; a caller was convinced it had caused her son's ADHD.) 

Researchers can't say conclusively what causes ADHD, but Tschudi notes that 
there's strong evidence it's a "neurobiological disorder in which the neurotrans- 
mitters dopamine and norepinephrine are not regulated properly and cause the 
brain to under function," leading to problems "staying focused, sustaining effort, 
managing emotions, and accessing working memory (that is, remembering)." 

Having ADHD is like trying to think while being attacked by a flock of crows 
or having 16 squirrels in your head, all scampering off in different directions. I 
know, because I was diagnosed with ADHD about 15 years ago and take Adder- 
all to make the squirrels sit at their little desks so I can focus and write. Unfor- 
tunately, Adderall isn't a life -wide miracle cure. As my boyfriend likes to joke 
when he's asking me something important: "Do I have your divided attention?" 

People dating those with ADHD tend to take its effects personally. In the heat 
of the moment, it's easy to forget that your girlfriend has a mind like a steel sieve. 
When one of her attentional shortcomings makes you feel like she's messing 
with you, you might ask yourself whether she's messing with her wallet when she 
means to put it back in her purse but instead puts it back in the freezer. 

That said, it's important that ADHD be used to explain only ADHD -related 
behaviors; she can't be all "Oh, my attention wandered, and so did I — into 
bed with your best friend." (She may have the attention span of a tsetse fly; she 
doesn't get to have the ethics of one.) 

For your relationship to work, you both need to try harder, but in different 
ways. You need to accept that she isn't a regular-brained person, and she needs 
to avoid acting like she probably does in the world of the regular-brained — by 
hiding it when her attention wanders off. (You can't have a life with somebody if 
she's always pretending she's heard what you just said.) She also needs to admit it 
when she's feeling too impatient to discuss or do something. (Better than pushing 
herself and snapping at you.) 

She needs to see that she's on time when it's important to you, and you need to 
have perspective when she comes to the door in a towel when it's not. Ultimately, 
making things work comes down to the most basic of basics — love — and want- 
ing to be together so much that the tradeoffs seem worth it. 

As I've noticed in my own relationship ... my dog needs a bath. Kale. Like 
Pauline Kael but spelled differently and also it's a vegetable. Do you think the 
Iranians have nukes? Sorry ... what was I saying about ADHD?

You have to hand it to John Fox. He's not blind to reality in his second season 
as head coach of the Denver Broncos. He understands that one player, even if 
it's Peyton Manning, does not instantly turn a good team into a title team. 

So as Fox reflected last Saturday night on Denver's ugly 30-10 loss to the Seat- 
tle Seahawks, he didn't try to sugarcoat the truth. 

"We've got work to do," Fox said. "And our '2s' have to do better." 
Two thoughts had gone through my mind, watching the Broncos look decent for 
a half with mostly first-teamers, then awful in the second half with backups. First, 
it was hard to remember Denver losing a preseason home game by 20 points or 
more, which meant checking records. Second, like Fox, my biggest concern was 
how badly the Broncos' backups looked. 

Let's take care of the history part. Indeed, it had been a long time since a 

visitor spanked Denver so badly in an

exhibition game. You have to go back 31 
years, all the way to a 33-7 loss to the 
New York Jets on Aug. 7, 1981, to find 
a more lopsided home defeat in August. 
Only three other home defeats were 
worse, and they all happened when the 
Broncos were perennial losers: 52-21 to 
Oakland in 1966, 39-16 to Minnesota in 
1968 and 41-19 to the Jets in 1974. 

So yes, this setback was unusually 
bad. But still no reason for panic. 

Worry, yes. Panic, no. 

Seattle, looking impressive in coach 
Pete Carroll's third year, piled up three 
second-half touchdowns because its 
reserves were clearly superior, with a 
302-37 edge in total yardage after half- 
time. It started with quarterback Russell 
Wilson — a third-round draftee out of 



Wisconsin — totally outplaying Den- 
ver's second-round pick, Brock Oswei- 
ler, but the Seahawks also used three 
backup runners who overshadowed their 
Denver peers. Clearly, if Osweiler isn't 
consistent enough, Denver has to give 
Caleb Hanie more of a chance to settle in as the No. 2 quarterback. 

Likewise, the Broncos' No. 2 defense gave up all kinds of big plays, with blown 
assignments and missed tackles everywhere. 

It should be said that Denver's starters actually are on track. Manning is shak- 
ing off the rust nicely, and his short-range accuracy is phenomenal. The first 
defense, pushed by new coordinator Jack Del Rio, might be even more encourag- 
ing, especially if linebackers Joe Mays and Nate Irving continue to improve. 

With two more preseason games remaining (2 p.m. Sunday at home vs. San 
Francisco, then Aug. 30 at Arizona), the Broncos have three clear priorities: 

• They need more useful depth at running back, with Knowshon Moreno and 
rookie Ronnie Hillman having shown little yet. If both deliver, taking the load 
off Willis McGahee, the offense will be fine. But this team won't go anywhere 
if it has to lean too heavily on Lance Ball and Jeremiah Johnson. Moreno and 
Hillman have to begin earning their roles in these last two exhibitions. 

• All the receivers must step it up, with sharper pass routes and fewer drops. As 
good as Manning is, Denver will suffer unless Eric Decker, Demaryius Thomas 
and tight end Jacob Tamme can catch everything that comes to them. 

• If depth at linebacker is thin, and late-arriving veteran Keith Brooking can't 
make a difference, Denver should watch for help from veterans cut late by other 
teams. Del Rio obviously is helping with the front-liners, but he needs Brooking. 

The game Sunday against San Francisco likely will be the last August appear- 
ance for Manning and McGahee, but it's still important for almost everyone else. 
Most likely, the 49ers' backups will be at least as solid as Seattle's were. 

And the Broncos don't want to be on the wrong kind of preseason history again.
